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Ford pays tribute 
to U.S. war dead 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Americans being honored on Memorial 
Day won a revolution, preserved the 
republic, kept the peace and “ ensured us 
a heritage of freedom,” President Ford 
said today. 
In a speech prepared for a ceremony at 
Arlington Cemetery honoring America’s 
war dead, Ford said the nation “ must 
renew our resolve to use both our moral 
leadership and our material strength to 
keep the peace.” 
“ No man or woman who comes to 
Arlington on this Memorial Day can help 
but reflect upon the sacrifice made by 
the countless brave Americans who lie in 
rest on these hillsides or beneath silent 
markers at Valley Forge, Gettysburg, 
and Pearl Harbor,” he said. 
“ Their courage won a revolution,” he 
said. “Their bravery preserved our 
Republic. Their perserverance kept the 
peace and ensured us a heritage of 
freedom. 


“ It is through their sacrifice that we 
have a Bicentennial. It is through their 
sacrifice that we, the living, have in­ 
herited a sacred burden — a trust — to 
honor the past by working for the 
future.” 
He said other nations have risen to 
great heights only to weaken in their 
resolve, and added: 


“ We must not repeat their error. A na­ 
tion born of faith and carried forward by 
action requires from each of us a com­ 
mitment to advance individual liberty 
and to maintain our guard against those 
who threaten our freedom.

Fixed-route bus service requested 
of City Council by advisory unit 


A fixed-route bus service that would 
place public transportation within two to 
three blocks of every resident of the city 
has been recommended to the Lompoc 
City Council by the Transportation Ad­ 
visory Council. 
The transit group, formed by the city 
to come up with proposals for es­ 
tablishing a transportation plan utilizing 
funds from Senate Bill 325, will suggest 
to the council at Tuesday night’s meeting 
that the city purchase two transit 
coaches and initiate a pilot program with 


a private contractor operating the 
system. 
The program as recommended by the 
advisory panel would be established dur­ 
ing the 1976-’77 fiscal year, with refine­ 
ments to be made as experience is 
gained from the pilot project. Starting 
date would be about the first of 
September.

Teleprompter requesting 
rate increase of Council 


Lompoc City Council will consider a 
request from Teleprompter Cable tv for 
a rate increase of 35 cents per month at 
Tuesday night’s meeting in council 
chambers at 119 W. Walnut Ave. 
The increase would bring the rate from 
its current $6.80 to $6.95. 
In a letter to the council, Teleprompter 
reminds the city that its initial request in 
1974 for a rate schedule was $6.95 but 
only $6.60 was granted until such a time 
as a new microwave link between 
Sulphur and Broadcast peaks was com­ 
pleted. 
“ It was stated to us, as an inducement 
to our completing the arrangements for 
this service, we were only being granted 
the $6.60 rate and that we should return 
to council when this service was com­ 
pleted.” said Joe A. Johnson in a letter to 
the council. 
The company has been receiving six 
channels from the new microwave sta­ 
tion, Johnson said, adding that the 
stability and clarity of the new feed has 
proved to be “ very good.” 
“ With this in mind,” Johnson said, the 
company “ hereby makes this formal 
request for an increase in the basic cable 
rate from $6.60 to $6.95 as previously 
sought in 1974. This increase will bring 
the Lompoc rate to the same level as 
currently is being paid in Vandenberg 
Village, Santa Ynez Valley and Santa 
Maria ” 
Other items on the agenda include a 
public hearing on an ordinance that 
would enable the Community Develop­ 
ment Department staff to process ap­ 
plications for temporary outside display 
and sale of merchandise in C-2 zones. At 
present such requests must be approved 
by the Planning Commission, requiring 


considerable lead time in making the ap­ 
plications 
A related resolution that will be con­ 
sidered by the council would amend the 
Zoning and Environmental Assessment 
Fee resolution to include the category of 
outdoor sales under the special tem­ 
porary use permit fees. 
City Administrator Gene L. Wahlers 
will recommend that the full allocation 
of the seventh revenue sharing entitle­ 
ment, amounting to $112,268, be ap­ 
propriated for police services to help 
balance the 1976-’77 budget. The funds 
are the final entitlement under the 
current Federal Revenue Sharing 
program, which has not yet been 
renewed by Congress. 


Wahlers also will share with the coun­ 
cil the news that the city’s health in­ 
surance carrier, Blue Cross, will raise 
the city’s insurance fees by $13,425 — a 
hike of 50 per cent. This is 20 per cent 
more than had been anticipated in the 
1976-’77 budget proposal, Wahlers said. 
The council will have the option of ac­ 
cepting the increase or seeking lower 
rates from another insurer. 
“ The city’s prospect of getting better 
rates. . is doubtful, however, because of 
our current experience in claims paid. 
The problem is not only a local one but 
nationwide,” said Wahlers. 
Under unfinished business, the council 
also will review the proposed budget for 
the new fiscal year starting July I.

NEW YORK (U P I) — M artha 
Mitchell, estranged wife of former At­ 
torney General John N. Mitchell, died to­ 
day of complications from bone cancer, 
with no member of her family at her bed­ 
side. She was 57. 
A spokesman at the Memorial Sloane 
Kettering hospital said Mrs. Mitchell, 
who had been undergoing cancer therapy 
since January, died in the intensive care 
unit at 4:30 a m. today. 
“ No family was with her,” said Walter 
Anderson, assistant director of public 
relations for the hospital. He said her 
hospital physician, Dr. Karl Mayer, was 
at her side. 
Specifically, Mrs. Mitchell died “of 
multiple myeloma,” a rare form of 
cancer of the bone marrow. 
Mrs Mitchell, whose fortunes began to 
decline with the separation from her hus­ 
band in the early days of the Watergate 
scandal, had been ailing for many 
months. 
She was taken at IO a m. Sunday from 
her Fifth Avenue apartment to the 
hospital which specializes in cancer dis­ 
eases 
Dr. Mayer said soon after Mrs. 
Mitchell’s admission Sunday that she 
was "very gravely ill and anything can 
happen at any time.” 
Mayer said such bleeding can stem 
from a depletion of the platelets in the 
blood from the disease itself and, 
probably to a lesser extent, from the 
chemotherapy. 
Earlier this month, Mrs. Mitchell’s at­ 
torney, William Herman, described her 
as “ desperately ill. without funds and 
without friend” during court arguments 
in an alimony dispute with Mitchell. A 
judge ordered Mitchell to pay $36,000 in 
back alimony unless he could prove he 
could not afford it. 


One of the two transit coaches would 
have a wheel chair lift under the ad­ 
visory council’s plait.

— No person should have to walk 
farther than two long blocks or three 
short blocks to catch a bus. 
— The routes should come within close 
proximity of schools, excluding nursery 
schools. 
— The routes should traverse major 
shopping areas and public facilities. 
— The routes should enable delivery of 
individuals to doctors’ offices, the 
hospital and other medical facilities as 
well as the Greyhound Bus terminal. 
— Routes used should be minor streets 
when major streets are too hazardous 
for stopping of vehicles. 
Cost of the pilot program over a 10- 
month operation period has been 


projected by the advisory council to be 
$77,000, compared to a $205,000 cost for a 
regional transportation plan as proposed 
by Wilbur Smith and Associates. 
The $77,000 cost would be maximum 
and would be reduced by any revenue 
produced by the fare box. The Regional 
Transportation Plan envisions average 
patronage of 240 rides per day. The ad­ 
visory council sees 50 per day as a more 
reasonable assumption. 
At the 50-per-day patronage rate, 
revenue of $4,550 would be produced, 
bringing the 10-month cost of the system 
to $72,450 
The advisory council arrived at the 
cost figure by assuming the purchase of 
two 16-passenger buses equipped with 
CB radios at a cost of approximately 
*33.000 The rem aining amount would ba 
available for the service contract. 
Jack Lam. community development 
director, will recommend Tuesday that 
the council authorize the purchase of the 
buses and direct the staff to send out 
requests for proposals and select the 
operator of the system, negotiating the 
best contract it can. 
“ The pilot program,” said Lam, can 
allow the city to determine what exactly 
is needed in the City of Lompoc before it 
jumps into a full transportation system. 
If, after implementation of the system, 
patronage levels are far below expecta­ 
tions, then a less costly system design 
could be accomplished the following 
fiscal year. 
“ Data generated by the pilot program 
could be utilized to successfully amend 
the Regional Transportation Plan,’’ Lam 
continued “ If patronage levels increase 
during the year, the city would be in a 
position to apply for UMTA funds for 
capital purchases and transportation 
funds under the Older Americans Act for 
an expanded system in fiscal 1977-*78.”

Arlene Johnson, a Procure­ 
ment Agent for Vandenberg Air 
Force Base, had an important 
visitor recently, a young 
woman whom Mrs. Johnson did 
not know, but with whom she 
had a very special tie. 
The visitor, accompanied by 
film crews from the Santa Bar­ 
bara Comity School District, 
was Maria-Virginia Fajardo, a 
17-year-old Sophomore at Dos 
Pueblos High School in Santa 
Barbara. 
Mrs. Johnson and Miss 
Fajardo have a number of 
things in common. Both are 
bright, active women with plea­ 
sant personalities and in­ 
dustrious attitudes. Both are 
also confined to wheelchairs, 
and therein lies the significance 
of their meeting last month. 
Concerned about developing 
new avenues for its handicap­ 
ped students, the school district 
recently initiated a novel 
program. Calling for handicap­ 
ped volunteers in the work 
force, the district matched 
them up with students with 
similar physical impairments, 
and arranged them to visit their 
‘buddy’ on the job. 
Mrs. Johnson saw an article 
in a newspaper about the 
program and Immediately 
volunteered. Her managerial 
position on the Air Force in­ 
stallation for the past 15 years 
qualified her. Shortly after she 
got in touch with school district 
officials, Maria-Virginia and

A bright, spirited young 
woman, Miss Fajardo, found 
the encounter rewarding. She 
was impressed by the impor­ 
tance of Mrs. Johnson’s posi-

never let it stand in her way. 
Although confined to her 
wheelchair by polio since 
adolesecence, Arlene Johnson 
has never let that fact ‘han­ 
dicap’ her or hold her back.

"We all have physical limita­ 
tions, and the handicapped are 
no exception Their limits are 
just more apparent, not neces­ 
sarily more important. Know­ 
ing oneself and one’s own poten- * 
tial is the main thing." 
That kind of logic has served 
Arlene Johnson well. Married 
and the mother of two young 
men, she is the image of a 
fulfilled person Part of that 
satisfaction is derived from 
her job. which she does, by all 
accounts, with great precision 
■and expertise. She is a busines­ 
swoman first; handicapped se­ 
cond If it were not so cliche to 
say she leads a ’full life’ the 
phrase could be applied to her 
perfectly. Mrs. Johnson’s co- 
workers at the Base Procure­ 
ment Office will tell you she is 
one of the hardest workers in 
the shop . a reel troubleshooter 
They’ll also tell you about her 
sense of humor, which is in­ 
defatigable. The hard worker 
allows herself one piece of un­ 
abashed luxury; her 1975 mint- 
condition maroon Cadillac, 
equipped, of course, with all 
manual controls. 
During Miss Fajardo's visit, 
all of which was video-taped by 
the cam era crew, the two 
women talked about being han­ 
dicapped and working, and a 
number bf related topics came 
up naturally. Mrs. Johnson told 
Miss Fajardo it is quite ’nor­ 
mal' to be handicapped, as well 
as to get discouraged at times 
because of it. Arlene explained 
that it was all a part of growing 
up, a special kind of maturation 
that the handicapped have to 
experience for themselves. She 
showed Maria-Virginia her car, 
and encouraged her to learn to 
drive a car with hand controls 
herself someday. 
“I’m going to have a car of 
my own sometime.” remarked 
Miss Fajardo later, “ But I 
think I’ll start with something a 
little smaller than a Caddy." 
Although she was born han­ 
dicapped, Miss Fajardo's pre­ 
sent state is akin to Mrs. John­ 
son’s. Both women are per­ 
manently unable to walk, but 
both are extremely adept at 
locomotion via wheelchairs.

The campers were evacuated 
from the Arroyo Seco site. 
An Army helicopter was used 
to carry six persons to safety 
from a wooden lookout tower 
atop Junipero Serra Mountain. 
One was a Forest Service 
employe and the other five 
were from the University of 
California, checking the tower 
as a possible observation site. 
“ The w inds are a big 
problem,” a Forest Service 
spokesman said. “ There has not 
been a major bum in the area 
for the past 70 years, making 
the brush dense and fire dif­ 
ficult to contain. 
“There are some areas in 
there which have not seen a fire 
since 1890.” 
An estimated 50,000 to 80,000 
persons normally use Los 
Padres National Forest during 
a three-day holiday weekend. It 
covers almost two million acres 
and is popular among campers 
and backpackers. 


Italy worried 
over pullout 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Italian officials close to NATO 
affairs believe the United 
States will pull all nuclear 
weapons out of Italy if the Com­ 
munists win a role in the 
country’s government, a report 
published in the Los Angeles 
Times suggests. 
The report also quotes un­ 
named NATO officials in­ 
dicating that Communist suc­ 
cess in next month’s Italian 
elections could seriously impair 
the alliance's effectiveness.

INDIANAPOLIS (U P I) — Johnny Rutherford wasn’t look­ 
ing forward to a "trophy dash” head to head against A.J. 
Foyt when rain solved his problem and eased his mind. 
The rain halted the annual 500 mile auto race at 255 miles, 
the shortest distance ever run in its 60 year history, and the 
fifth time the race has been stopped by rain. 
There were 27 cars running when the red flag came out to 
put them all into the pits, under tarpaulins, to await the fate 
of the weather. The rain stopped, the track was dried off, and 
the cars were arranged in single file, ready to restart, when 
a sprinkle began and finally a downpour. 
The race was declared official with Rutherford the winner, 
the 10th driver to win the race twice. 
Rutherford’s speed was far short of a record. For that 
matter no leader approached a record during the chase. But 
it was nobody’s fault. Twice in the first 25 miles, three times 
in the first 40 miles and five times in the race the yellow light 
came on, indicating an accident, a stalled car or debris on 
the track and holding the field to 80 miles an hour. 


When the field had spread out and shaken down, there was 
no hope any leader could get back to a record pace. At one 
time, the leader’s speed was a mere 124 miles per hour and 
though the pace hit 180 mph while the green light was on, 
Rutherford’s average speed when the race ended was only 
148.725 mph compared to the record of 162.113 at 250 miles by 
Gary Bettenhausen in 1972. 


"Victory is sweet any way you can get it,” Rutherford said 
in his post race appearance in the soaking deluge, " I’d rather 
be lucky than good any day. I feel sorry for A .J Had we got­ 
ten another green flag, we would certainly have had a heck 
of a race. You couldn’t count out (Gordon) Johncock either. 


It wasn’t until the 200 mile mark that Rutherford went in 
front to stay. From that point until the finish, Rutherford pit­ 
ted once with a 25 second lead, took 15.2 seconds in the pit

Lawmakers face showdown 
nuclear plant measures

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
California lawmakers return 
from a Memorial Day holiday 
weekend to face a showdown on 
legislation designed as a 
“ moderate*' alternative to the 
controversiai nuclear power 
plants initiative, Prop. 15. 
With the June 8 primary elec- 
tion ju st a week away, 
legislators will also continue to 
work on a proposed state 
budget and a bill aimed at con­ 
trolling overdevelopment along 
C a l i f o r n i a ’ s 
1,072-mile 
coastline. 
Supporters of nuclear power 
plant safety legislation said 
they would take up the bills on 
the Senate floor Tuesday but op­ 
ponents said they will again at­ 
tempt to delay action cm the 
measures until after the voters 
decide the fate of Prop. 15. 
The three-bill package 
AB2820-2822 would prevent new 
nuclear plants from being sited 
in California until the state 
Energy Commission, subject to 
veto of the legislature, deter­ 
mines that adequate means are 
available to dispose of toxic 
radioactive wastes and recycle 


atomic fuel. 
It also would impose a one- 
year halt in approval of new 
nuclear power plants while the 
Energy Commission studies the 
feasibility of building reactors 
underground for safety. 
In contrast to the legislation, 
Prop. 15 proposes phasing out 
existing plants as well as stopp­ 
ing new facilities unless the 
legislature confirms the 
adequacy of reactor safety 
systems. It also demands utility 
companies assume full respon­ 
sibility for damages in the 
event of a major nuclear acci­ 
dent. 
The Senate, on a pair of tie 
roll calls, failed Friday to 
decide whether to consider the 
bills Tuesday, as requested by 
floor sponsor Sen. Alfred E. 
Alquist, D.-San Jose, or delay 
action until the day after the 
electio n, a s opponents 
demanded. 


But Alquist said he could still 
count the votes for passage and 
declared he would resume the 
fight when the legislature 
returned from a holiday 


weekend of campaigning. 
A ssem blym an 
C harles 
Warren, D.-Los Angeles, whose 
Energy Committee drafted the 
bills, has vowed to drop the 
m easures if they are not 
enacted before the primary 
election. 
A proposed state budget of 
$12.9 billion is also pending 
before the full Senate. 


United Presa International 
Rains that shortened the In­ 
dianapolis 500 mile race were 
part of a weather system which 
hit the nation’s midsections 
with hail and severe thunder­ 
storms Sunday night. 
The National Weather Ser­ 
vice reported' 14 tornadoes, 
eight of them in Texas, from 
noon until midnight Sunday. 
Oklahoma counted three tor­ 
nadoes and there was one each 
in Illinois, Missouri and 
Nebraska. None was believed to 


have caused serious damage. 
Damaging winds knocked 
down trees and powerlines in 
Jonesboro and Ware, Union 
County, in Southern Illinois. 
Wind damage also was reported 
in Jackson in southeast Mis­ 
souri and Herefore in western 
Texas. Winds gusts up to 70 
miles per house rocked parts of 
Amarillo, Tex.

Karen Quinlan move to 


nursing home nearing 


MADISON, N J. (UPI) - An 
internist says he and six other 
doctors will care for Karen Ann 
Quinlan once the 22-year-old 
comatose woman is moved 
from St. Clare's Hospital in 
Denville, N.J., to a nursing 
home 
Dr. Joseph Fennelly, 46, said 
Sunday he and the other six had 
agreed to treat Miss Quinlan as 
soon as her family finds a nurs­ 
ing home that will admit her. 
Miss Quinlan lapsed into a 
coma on April 15, 1975, after 
consuming drugs and liquor at a 
friend's birthday party. 
Medical experts said she suf­ 
fered irreversible brain 
damage and probably would re- 
main 
in 
her 
p r e s e n t 
“ vegetative" state indefinitely. 
The facility that accepts her 
will be asked to form an ethics 
committee to supervise im­ 
plementation of a state Su­ 
preme Court d e c i s i o n 
authorizing her parents, Joseph 
and Julia Quinlan, to end all ex­ 
traordinary medical treat­ 
ments keeping her alive, family 
attorney Paul Armstrong said 
Sunday. 
The Quinlans contacted Fen­ 
nelly last week, apparently 
because of growing differences 
between the family and doctors 
at St. Clare’s over the court’s 
ru lin g 
* * 
“ The 4ssue of what consti­ 


tutes ‘extraordinary’ treatment 
has been settled by the court,” 
said Fennelly. 
The court ruled removing 
Miss Quinlan’s life support 
systems would be returning her 
to her natural state and would 
not constitute homicide if the 
action resulted in her death. 
Fennelly declined to specify 
how the new team of doctors 
would care for Karen, but in­ 
dicated she would be treated as 
a chronic care patient. 
“ Each of the doctors have 
different specialities and I 
believe we’d be able to provide 
the kind of care the patient 
needs," he said. 
The Quinlans had asked the 
courts that Karen be allowed to 
die “ with grace and dignity.” 
On March 31, the state 
Supreme Court ruled the 
Quinlans could act to end their 
daughter’s life provided they 
could get physicians to con­ 
vince a medical ethics board 
there is virtually no chance she 
can return to a “ cognitive, 
sapient state.” 
On May 19, Dr. Robert Morse 
and Dr. Arshad Javed, who had 
been treating Miss Quinlan at 
St. Clare’s and who opposed her 
family in court, found Miss 
Quinlan was able to breathe 
without the aid of a respirator 
which had kept her alive for IS 
months.

Kleppe claims 
energy crisis 


hard to solve 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - It 
may have been easier for 
America to send a man to the 
moon or develop the atom bomb 
than it will be to solve the 
energy c r is i s . Interior 
Secretary Thomas Kleppe said 
today. 
Kleppe, who has become a 
prominent 
administration 
spokesman in the campaign to 
convince Americans an energy 
crisis still exists, said, "Today 
it is difficult to build and main­ 
tain a national commitment," 
Because Congress has failed 
to enact a comprehensive 
energy program, he said, "it 
now seems improbable" the na­ 
tion will meet President Ford’s 
1985 target date for achieving 
energy self-sufficiency. 
Kleppe's remarks were pre­ 
pared for a Memorial Day ad­ 
dress to the Maryville College, 
Tenn., graduating class, and 
were released in Washington. 
"Time and again, we hear 
people say the country which 
developed the atomic bomb and 
sent a man to the moon should 
be able to stamp out poverty, 
guarantee equal rights for all, 
clean up the environment and 
solve the energy crisis," said 
Kleppe. 
"What most people do not 
realize is that developing the 
atomic bomb or sending a man 
to the moon was a much 
simpler task" than any of these 
goals. 
"We are asking Americans to 
make sacrifices to conserve 
energy, and to develop energy, 
without an effective means of 
providing evidence how the bat­ 
tle is developing, said Kleppe. 
"We knew we were in trouble 
when island after island fell to 
the Japanese at the outset of 
World War II." he said 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Telephone mediation by Presi­ 
dent-elect Elias Sarkis slowed 
fighting today on the battle­ 
grounds of Beirut, rocked by 
"torrents” of mortar and ar­ 
tillery fire that left almost 200 
dead in 24 hours of nonstop 
shelling. 
More than 1,200 mortar shells 
and rockets exploded in civilian 
areas between Saturday and 
Sunday nights, leftwing sources 
said. 
Field artillery shells tore 
through the homes of civilians, 
killing about 185 and wounding 
almost 400 before the guns fell 
still. 
“The shells are falling in 
torrents, like rain," a 45-year- 
old Christian businessman 
shouted over the telephone 
from his family’s basement 
shelter at the height of the 
barrage. 
Gunbattles between right- 
wing and left-wing militiamen 
erupted throughout the day in 
the smoldering ruins of Beirut’s 
port district and along the two- 
mile confrontation line between 
the city ’s Moslem and Christian 
sectors. 
Dozens of shells fired by 
right-wing troops hit runways 
and buildings at Beirut Interna­ 
tional Airport, forcing authori­ 
ties to close the field between IO 
p.m. and 5 a m. "until further 
notice.” 
A right-wing army command­ 
er had charged that left­ 
wingers were smuggling arms 
through the airport at night and 
vowed to shell incoming and 
outgoing planes unless the 
gunrunning stopped. 
War-weary residents braced 
for another night of sleepless 
terror. But Sarkis, who has 
been trying to arrange a cease­ 
fire for weeks, contacted left­ 
wing, right-wing and Palestini­ 
an commando leaders by 
telephone to propose a halt in 
the shelling. 
Col. Michel Nassif, a Sarkis 
aide, reportedly finally per­ 
suaded all sides to adhere to the 
no-shelling agreement by 6 p.m. 
Sunday. 
But the truce took more than 
five hours to begin because un­ 
its that had not learned of the 
agreement went on shelling, 
provoking return fire from 
those that had.

In another development, left- 
leaning Christian politician 
Raymond Edde accused Secre­ 
tary of State Henry Kissinger 
Experts predict trouble 
over bases in Turkey 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ad­ 
ministration and congressional 
experts agree a proposed agree­ 
ment on bases in Turkey is in 
trouble even before it arrives 
on Capitol Hill. 
Turkey’s ambassador says 
approval of the $1 billion 
arrangement is needed for con­ 
tinued good relations between 
the two countries. If the agree­ 
ment is rejected, says Ambas­ 
sador Melih Esenbel, "Turkey 
will have to reassess its entire 
relationship with the United 
States." 
But Rep. John Brademas, D- 
Ind., one of the so-called 
"Greek bloc" leading the fight 
against the agreement says 
both the Turkish agreement and 
a matching $700 million Greek 
bases agreement "would be in 
very great trouble.” 
Although he has not made any 
formal vote checks, Brademas 
said, "I haven’t found any 
enthusiasm for the agreement, 
and I have found some strong 
feeling against it." 
According to one U.S. of­ 
ficial, State Department and 
White House assessments agree 
with Brademas. They said op­ 
position to the two agreements 
centers on three areas: 
— Constitutional, since mem­ 


bers of Congress will oppose 
any multiyear arrangement 
(the two agreements run for 
five years) because that would 
deprive Congress of its right an­ 
nually to oversee expenditures 
by the U.S. government. 
— Legal, because Brademas 
and others insist Turkey 
violated U.S. aid regulations by 
using American weapons in 
Cyprus. There has been no sub­ 
stantial progress in the Cyprus 
negotiations, which means the 
U.S. arms embargo against 
Turkey remains in force. 
— Strategic, with opponents 
arguing that supplying arms to 
two antagonist nations such as 
Greece and Turkey simply es­ 
calates the arms race in the 
eastern Mediterranean and in­ 
creases the chances of war. 


The 26 U.S. bases in Turkey, 
now in a state of suspension, 
supply intelligence about the 
Soviet Union the United States 
considers to be irreplaceable.

Day of hope 


It was in 1868 that John A. 
Logan, commander-in-chief of 
the Grand Army of the 
Republic, directed all G.A.R. 
posts to set aside the 30th of 
May “for the purpose of strew­ 
ing with flowers or otherwise 
decorating the graves of com­ 
rades who died in defense of 
their country during the late 
rebellion. ” 
This was the first Memorial 
Day, although it was not until 
long afterward that it was 
called that. Rather, it was 
known as Decoration Day, and 
people still occasionally refer 
to Memorial Day by that alter­ 
nate name. 
Later, too, Memorial Day 
came to be observed as a day 
in which to honor not just the 
dead on the Union side of the 
Civil War but also the 
Confederate dead, as well as 
the fallen of all of America’s 
wars, before and since. 
More recently, Congress has 
seen fit to change the date of 
Memorial Day from May 30 to 
the last Monday in May for 
reasons of long-weekend con­ 
venience. At least 18 states, 
however, have opted to return 
the holiday to its original date. 
But if the states remain 
somewhat disunited in terms 
of the observance of a holiday 


which had its origins in the 
war fought between the states 
to preserve the Union, 
Americans are one in agreeing 
what this day should stand for. 
It is, first, a day of 
remembrance, especially for 
the families and loved ones of 
the tens of thousands of young 
men who died in this country’s 
last — that is, latest — war. 
For them, the memory re­ 
mains fresh, the sense of loss 
keen, though perhaps not real­ 
ly more so than for those who 
lost sons or husbands in World 
War II and Korea. 
It is also a day of quiet 
thanksgiving, of thoughts of 
gratitude and appreciation 
that America has never lacked 
for young men willing to lay 
down their lives for their 
country. 
Finally, Memorial Day, a day 
set aside to honor the dead, 
should be a day of renewed 
dedication on the part of the 
living, of reso lv e that 
America’s last war shall truly 
have been her last, that never 
again will there be need of 
fresh graves to receive the 
battle-fallen. 
Memorial Day. A day of 
beauty and 
bittersweet 
remembrance. A day of 
sorrow and inspiration. A day 
of hope.

“We’ve been at fault

Rhodes, a nondescript man with a 
rather featureless, forgettable face, also 
suggested pointedly that Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger has become a 
political liability. Some of Kissinger’s 
statements, said the Arisons conser­ 
vative, hadn't been helpful. 
Sen Carl CurUs, R-Neb, a short, 
balding, toadish man who gave up his 
conservative wardrobe for bright 
doubleknits and natty shirts after his 
1973 remarriage, disagreed about the 
Panama Canal. 
“No issue is a phony issue which 
moUvates the people," he contended “I 
suggest we need an ambassador to go 
down there and argue a firm position for 
the United States " 
“Maybe you could restructure your 
position on Panama," Rep James 
Quillen, R-Tenn , an unreconstructed 
conservative, suggested to the Presi­ 
dent. 
“The Panama Canal is a simplistic is­ 
sue,” countered Rhodes “Why not say, 
i have no intention of giving up the right 
of lease and defense of the canal?" 
“The people down there are worried," 
insisted Curtis. “ People in the U S are 
worrier 
Rep. Louis Fray Jr., R-Fla , a cautious 
conservative, agreed with Rhodes about 
Kiaainger. “People are not convinced 
that the President is running our foreign 
policy," said Fray, 
But Sen William Brock, R-Tenn , 
handsome millionaire with dark wavy 
hair, a nervous grin and a few congenial 
wrinkles, urged the President to go on 
the attack against the Democratic 
Congress “Your issue is the Congress," 
Brock told the President 
The runtish, rooster!sh Sen John

Washington syndrome" should be 
directed against Congress. “Our effort to 
change the composition of Congress is 
where the emphasis belongs," he said. 
Sen. Milton Young, R-N.D., who at age 
78 isn’t young any more, also gave echo 
to this strategy. “ People are mad at 
Congress," he said. “ I’d take out 
I against) the Democratic Congress." 
Whatever the President did, Rep. 
Elford Cederberg, R-Mich., cautioned 
him against reacting all the time to 
Reagan 
“The media is ready to pounce (on 
you)," agreed Rep. John Anderson, R- 
111., "if you seem to be devising 
strategies simply to woo the right." 
“ Reagan has seized on our problem," 
said Brock. “We have not seised on his." 
Coming back to his proposal that Ford 
campaign against Congress, the senator 
suggested this was an issue that Reagan 
“can’t deal with" as effectively as the 
President can 
At the opening of the secret strategy 
session, Anderson called upon his 
colleagues to swear their political 
allegiance to the President. 
“We haven’t been fighting hard enough 
for you." Anderson told Ford. “If ifs in 
order. I d like to move a resolution that 
the leadership fully supports you." 
Sen. Hugh Scott, the portly Senate 
Republican leader, playfully took the 
gavel away from the President “I’ll 
preside for a minute, if I may." said 
Scott “ Is there a second?" 
Sen. Tower, squirming awkwardly in 
Vice President Nelson Rockefeller’s 
chair, piped up: "ITI second But will 
someone explain why I’m sitting in 
Rocky’s chair?" 
“All in favor?" Scott asked for a vote. 
It was unanimous 
Otherwise, the political pow wow 
ended without any positive results. As 
Quillen asked plaintively: "Why can’t we 
get our own fresh issues’*"

The news from Great Britain is that 
the pound is down to $1.77, and that the 
brain drain continues... 
One trouble with Britain, I suppose, is 
that too much is expected of her — why 
should any country continue, forever, to 
be “great"? I remember a dazzling mo­ 
ment with Harold MacMillan, when a 
student panelist on the 
television program 
asked him whether it 
might not sadly be 
concluded of Great 
Britain that she no 
longer was generating 
great leaders. He 
turned on the young 
lady (rather than to 
her), and in not more 
than a few sentences 
huf ftly-a vuncula rly 
reminded her that 
England was an island 
of barely three million people when she 
defeated the Armada and began, over a 
period of three centuries to put three 
quarters of the globe under her flag. 
But always during those years, Mac­ 
Millan said, there was talk, talk, talk, of 
the imminent end of British greatness. 
Indeed, as a young man he remembered 
being at White’s the day Bonar Law died, 
listening to an elder statesman at the bar 
bemoan the loss of indispensable and 
irreplaceable great Englishmen. “ Bonar 
Law gone... Lloyd George... Asquith... 
No," he shook his head sadly, “there are 
only a few of us left." 
What’s wrong with Great Britain is its 
class structure. The conventional 
criticism of it is that it keeps Britons 
separated, frustrates mobility, en­ 
couraging an abjectness of the spirit. I 
view the problem differently. The class 
structure in Great Britain is a tropism 
the obsession with which draws Britain 
to internecine war with itself. 
Socialism, the hoary vision of a fac­ 
titious fraternity which gave theoretical 
re sp e c ta b ility to an untu to red 
generation’s superstitions — (collective 
ownership will breed collective satisfac­ 
tions) — fired its enthusiasts only in part 
because they were seduced by its es­ 
chatological pretensions. It didn’t take 
very long to establish that socialized in­ 
dustries tend to produce inferior 
products at high prices by dissatisfied 
workers. You can get a smile even at 
Brighton — maybe even from Barbara 
Castle, if the sun Is shining — by quoting 
Krokodil’s charming little heresy about 
socialism (“What happens when the 
Soviet Union takes over the Sahara 
Desert?” “Answer: Nothing for fifty 
years. After that, there is a shortage of 
sand." 
It isn t that the socialists desire, real­ 
ly, to own the steel companies It is that 
they desire that the people who owned 
the steel companies should cease to own 
them One part is envy, but a much more 
important part is resentment. And the 
fury of the emotion ii, I think magnified 
at the polis precisely by virtue of that 


docility which a tradition of good man­ 
ners enjoins at home and at work. The 
character in fiction who on his day off as 
fawning valet to milord marches with 
the most radical pickets demanding an 
end to wealth and privilege isn’t a 
character from Slaw. He is Colonel 
Blimp’s stepson. 
A guide who took my son and me a few 
years ago around Copenhagen rattled on 
about the accomplishments of his 
remarkable little state and, arriving at 
the peroration, said rather breathlessly: 
“Here we have a 99% tax on the highest 
brackets of income!" He beamed with 
pleasure, as if no one could now deny 
that Denmark had achieved the 
highwater mark of western civilization. I 
remarked that Britain was not far 
behind, and he said patronizingly that

yes, Britain with its 85% tax was doing 
pretty well. 


But of course Britain is not doing pret­ 
ty well, and it isn’t only the ravages of a 
tax rate so preposterously high as to en­ 
courage economic stupidity. It is the im­ 
plicit mandate behind such plutophobic 
tax rates. A rate of 83% against the most 
productive members of society, quite 
apart from what it does to discourage 
savings, investment, and the intelligent 
allocation of resources, a) abrogates any 
plausible theory of equal rights under the 
law (we are not all Englishmen; we are, 
in an involuntary way, servants and 
masters); b) stimulates a sense of bit­ 
terness by a victimized class; c) robs 
Britons of the morale that makes 
partnership of endeavor an act of spon­ 


taneity (the genius of Switzerland); d) 
encourages outright defiance of 
parliamentary authority thus undermin­ 
ing political democracy; and e) causes a 
few sensitive and important British to 
feel that their only defense is to take 
residence outside Britain. Anthony 
Burgess is not moved primarily by 
materialist emotions. But he feels it an 
indignity to live in a country that does 
not need his paltry surplus, but declines 
to let him have it. 
Something is wrong with any society a 
significant number of whose luminaries 
feel that, Procrustes having taken their 
measurement, they are found guilty of 
being too tall; and so, walking past the 
immigration authorities, they tiptoe out 
of the country, lest they rouse Harold 
MacMillan from his reverie. 


Our remembrance 


On this day every year it is difficult not 
to stop, for a moment, and return to that 
time in our life when we lost five years. 
It was the time we spent in the service of 
the U.S. Army. Now it seems as if it 
were long, long ago. 
But Memorial Day is the day for 
remembrance and we doubt very much 
that there isn’t a 
sincere veteran who 
doesn’t briefly go back 
to his days in the ser­ 
vice on this particular 
day, particularly if he 
passes a cemetery. 
Our thoughts always 
go back to one man, 
the captain of our out­ 
fit during the invasion 
of Sicily at Gela. His 
name was Captain 
Boody, a tall, lanky, 
bespectacled 
gentleman who was the least likely 
soldier one could imagine. He was a 
Greyhound Bus driver prior to the war. 
Captain Boody may have been an un­ 
likely soldier, but to his troops he was 
some kind of a guy. No bettdt compli­ 
ment could be paid him than the fact that 
he was one of us. 
We had made the journey to the inva­ 
sion site in a flat-bottomed LST under 
the command of the British Navy. 
Anyone who was a participant in that in­ 
vasion can remember the heavy seas 
that were encountered in the journey 
from Bizert, Tunisia to the beach off 
Gela. Sicily 
The flat-bottomed boat 
nearly split as it pounded on the heavy 
seas. Having the British serve fish for 
breakfast didn’t help the stomachs of 
those of us who faced the invasion. But in 
between trips to the rail, we gathered 
around our captain and joked with a 
looseness we know we wouldn’t possess 
today. 
All hell broke loose off the beach of 


Sicily. German planes dive-bombed, 
American paratroopers were accidental­ 
ly shot down as their C-47s went through 
the heavens full of flack. 
We were preparing to make our 
landing and Capt. Boody and others were 
in the hold of the ship directing the 
removal of our vehicles. A German plane 
swooped low over our ship and unloosed 
a bomb that went directly down the deck 
elevator to the hold below and exploded. 
We never saw our captain again. 
But we rem em ber him every 
Memorial Day.

Dear Sir: 
Proposition 15, in essence, will 
prohibit nuclear power in California un­ 
less the state legislature by a two-thirds 
vote certifies the safety of nuclear plants 
and waste disposal methods and unless 
the Congress of the United States repeals 
the Price-Anderson nuclear liability 
limitation act or the state’s utilities 
waive their rights under that act. 
Adoption of the proposal will in­ 
evitably result in shutting down existing 
nuclear plants and prohibiting construc­ 
tion of future plants in California. Propo­ 
nents have called it a “nuclear safety" 
proposal but it is in reality a ban on all 
nuclear plants. 
Proposition 15 erects political barriers 
that no technology could penetrate If 
there were a requirement that two-thirds 
of the legislature certify the safety of 
automobiles, aircraft and trains we 
would find ourselves once more travel­ 
ing El Camino Real in ox carts. As 
former Governor Brown has said, you 
cannot get a two-thirds vote in the 
California legislature in favor of a 
Mother's Day resolution. 
The Price-Anderson act, which 
provides a limit until 1967 of $660 million 
for each reactor mishap, was adopted by 
a vote of 77 to 17 in the U.S. Senate and 
329 to SI in the House of Representatives. 
The notion that the Congress is going to 
be intimidated into scuttling a Federal 
law adopted by such huge margins is ab­ 
surd No utility board of directors bas 
the right to sacrifice the interests of its 
customers and stockholders by waiving 
the protection enacted by the Congress 
California, like the rest of the nation, 
needs ever increasing amounts of 
electrical energy Even in the unlikely 
event that we achieve aero population 
growth, the number of households will 
increase by 34 per cent and the labor 
force will grow 25 per cent in the next ten 
years The most conservative estimate 
of future electricity requirements 
forsee* a growth rate of 5 per cent com­ 
pounded annually, which means that our 
needs will double in 14 years 
The most economical and pollution- 
free source for these additional require­ 
ments if nuclear power Oil and gas. 
which meet a large fraction of our 
current requirements, are in ever 
shorter supply Coal is not found in 
California In significant quantities At­ 
tempts to establish coal-fired generating 


stations in neighboring states to meet 
California’s needs have been defeated by 
environmental protests. Fusion, solar, 
wind and tidal power are dreams of the 
future. The here and now answer is 
nuclear. 


Nuclear power has an unparalleled 
safety record. In more than 20 years of 
operation in the U.S. and abroad not a 
single member of the public has been in­ 
jured in a nuclear-related accident in a 
civilian power plant 
There are 60 
nuclear plants operating in the United 
States today and 98 in other countries. In 
addition there are more than 120 nuclear- 
powered ships of the U.S. Navy with the 
same spotless safety record. 


Utilising the same analytical 
techniques that predicted the flawless 
performance of the Apollo moon mis­ 
sions, studies have been made af the 
safety of nuclear plants These analyses 
indicate that the risks of nuclear power 
are vanishingly small. For example It is 
1,200,000 times more likely that an in­ 
dividual will die in an auto accident than 
in a nuclear accident Betag killed by a 
flood, lightning, earthquake or a tornado 
are all many times more probable than 
falling victim to a nuclear accident 


Safe disposal of high level radioactive 
wastes from nuclear plants is a serious 
but not tnsoluable problem. Technology 
exists to mix these wastes with molten 
glam and store them In large rods ie un­ 
derground salt deposits or other 
geologically stable formations Part of 
the problem hat been the existence of too 
many methods for safe waste disposal 
and a failure to make a choice among the 
several alternatives Government and 
industry can quite properly be criticised 
for a failure to reach decisions in a time­ 
ly fashion. At long last th* Federal 
Energy Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration has come to grips with the 
problem and is now moving aband ob a 
program to meet this vital aaad. 
Adoption of Proposition ll will bs cost­ 
ly to Californians in dollars. Investment 
in nuclear plants, which would heat to be 
reimbursed to the power companies, is 
$2 billion The cost of replacement oil- 
fired station is 91.3 billion Excess power 
production costa from non-eucieer pinata 
would grow to |4 billion per yeer by 19*5
